wholly inconsistent to invite a con 
ference for th« consideration of ques­ 
tions in dealing with which the gov­ 
ernment Is denied all authority by 
act of congress. 
“So far as the limitation of land ar­ 
maments is concerned, there seems 
to be at this time no more promising

when the conference was held in 
Washington a year ago. Here, again, 
I venture to warn the senate against

ment by stands or spectators upon 
the playing field and provision of the 
fairest playing 
possible, 
including 
protection against freezing with hay, 
straw or other suitable covering.” 
Enumeration of ways in which 
“good sportsm anship” can be express­ 
ed included: “by providing comforts 
and conveniences to the visiting team 
and its friends; by ceasing cheering 
while signals are being called; by ap­ 
plauding outstanding plays, demon­ 
strations of personal pluck and acts 
of fine sportsmanship on the part of 
the opponents; by confining scouting 
to legitimate 
study 
of 
regularly 
played games, entailing refusal to 
spy on an opponent’s practice, scout 
his signals or secure by secret means 
information concerning the style or 
play of a team to be met later; by 
endeavoring to settle questions of eli­ 
gibility co n fid en tly , rather than by 
public discussion; by active encour-, 
agement of cordi**’. relations between 
teams and student bodies of rival 
institutions; 
and 
goins out of the 
way to congratulate the coach and 
captain of the winning team. 
As ethical practices, coaches were 
urged in the code to “refuse to teach j 
side-line coaching, 
clipping, 
inten- J 
tlonal roughness and other methods 
of violating the letter or spirit of 
rules; to encourage respect toward 
officials and discourage abusive talk 
between opposing players during a 
game; to elevate the Ideals above 
the desire to /win at any price; to 
work in harmony with the academic 
purposes of Institutions; and to dis-, 
courage proselyting recruiting, bet­ 
ting, professional football, the spirit 
of commercialism 
and

ences tending to substitute for such j

. New Year's Day, usually a festive 
date, will be a holiday of fear for at 
least a million Russian children and 
their elders. 
In ringing out the old, 
they are ringing out the famine of 
1922. But in ringing in the new, they 
are ushering in a continuation of the 
terrible clothing shortage that today 
has Russia in its grip. 
American 
Relief 
Administration 
workers in every part of Russia de­ 
clare that children and adults alike 
have no protection against the bitter 
weather of January except single gar­ 
ments of unbelievably tattered rags, 
or of thin flour sacking through 
which their bare skins show, or even 
of newspapers stitched together as 
a substitute for cloth. 
Children in 
orphanages huddle together, too cold 
to play, and in their own homes refuse 
to venture out-of-doors, even to go 
to A. R. A. kitchens for their one 
meal a 
day. 
Adults are equally 
wretched in unheated houses. 
The 
price of fuel like the price of clothing, 


is utterly prohibitive. 
An overcoat 
costs a year's pay, but coal cannot be 
secured at any price, and wood to 
cook a meal costs more than the meal 
itself. 
Herbert Hoover estimates, basing 
his figures upon reports of A. R. A. 
workers in Russia, that at least a 
million children and adults will die 
during the first few weeks of 1923 
unless clothing is sent to them. To 
make it possible for friends, relatives 
and sympathizers in the United States 
to come to the aid of these .stricken 
Russians the American Relief Ad­ 
ministration has inaugurated a new 
clothing remittance package, func­ 
tioning exactly like the food remit­ 
tance package of last year. 
It costs 
$20, at the New York headquarters of 
the A. R. A , 42 Broadway, to have 
one of these clothing packages deliv­ 
ered into the hands of any designated 
individual in Russia, or distributed to 
some undesignated needy case, just as 
specified by the donor. A receipt will 
come back to the sender of each pack- 


age from the Russian who gets ti 
clothing. 
Each package contains enough m 
terial to save at least two persoi 
from dying of the cold.
